Los Angeles is One of Two) 


“Hot Spots” in Country 
Insurance Rates Adoanes to 
Meet Emergency 


Percentage of Recovery is

Losses through burglary in Los 
Angeles during the last year have 
continued large and the city is re- 
garded by the insurance unéder- 
writers specializing tn burglary in- 
surance as one of the two “hot 
spots” in the United’ States. As 
distinguished from the business 

white spot,” significant of un- 
diminished prosperity, the latest 
honor assumes dubious 
for it means, tn the terminology 
of the burglary insurance experts, 
a city where the jewel and fur 
thieves, the pickpockets and com- 
mon housebreakers make things a 
little too warm for the insurance 
com panies. 

Los Angéles has been regarded 
by the insurance underwriters with 
a disfavor equal to that with which 
they view risks in Kansas City, 
where the rates are the highest in 
the country. Rates have more 
than doubled tm the last four years, 
and one of the leading insurance 
firms, known throughout the world 
for its actitivities in all varieties 
of insurance, has withdrawn from 
the jewelry and  fur-insurance 
business in this city. 

Residential burglary insurance 
rates in Los Angeles are the high- 
est In the United States with the 
exception of Kansas City, Mo., the 
rate per $1000 of insurance here 
amounting to $33, compared with 
a rate of $55 a $1000 tn the latter 
city. . Rates tn other large cities 
are: New York, $22; Chicago, $22; 
neisco, $22, and Boston, 


« PREMIUMS LARGE 
R. A, Rowan & Co., representing 
two of the largesf companies tn the 
country, during 1924 #£4received 
premiums totaling more thas 
$100,000 on burglary risks, accord- 
ing to a statement made yesterday 
by R. D. Chandler, manager of the 
special risk department of the 
company, 

Losses through burglary tn Los 
Angeles during the last year have 
been on about the same level as 
the year previous, Mr. Chandler 
stated, although the usual reduc- 
tion in hold-ups was noted during 
the summer months. As the days 
grow shorter and the evenings 
longer the ambitious hold-up popu- 
lation extends its operations, which 
are immediately reflected in the 
profits of the insurance under- 
writers. With the opening of the | 
opera season the activity of the 
pickpoékets and housebreakers is 
expected to increase. 

Insurance companies are now re- 
fusing to accept risks on furrier 
and silk establishments unless the 
most modern burglar alarm ‘sys- 
tems are installed with a connec- 
tion to central police stations, and 
in some instances, a special watch- 
man is provided. The rates on this 
class of business are extremely 
high because of the prevalence of 
thefts and the low percentage of 
recovery. 

JEWELRY RATE HIGH 

Risks on jewelry and drug estab- 
lighments are the most hazardous, 
although auto accessories and oll- 
filling stations are fast demanding 
the attention of the insured public.

The Witte Vining No. 1, which 
was drilled in this field to over 


4200 feet, has definitely been, aban- 


doned, but another hole is to be 
put down only a few feet from the 
old one with the idea of getting 
the shallow one at about 1400 feet. 
The rig is now being skidded, and 
drilling will start as soon as pos- 
sible. 

Rideout-Hamburg No. 2 prob- 
ably will go on production in the 
shallow zone some time this week. 
The well got a water shut-off at 625 
feet, and the drill penetrated over 
600 feet of of] sand before it was 
stopped at about 1400 feet. 

At present, the California Pe- 
troleum has three wells producing 
from the shallow sands, getting an 
average production of about twen- 
ty-five barrelgaa day from each, on 
the pump.

Dur- 
ing the first eight months of 1925 
the value of permits issued in 
twenty principal cities was 9.7 per 
cent larger than during the first 
eight months of 1924. 

“Lumber production of approx- 
imately 175 mills reporting to four 
associations in this district ex- 
ceeded shipments and new orders, 
received by 5.8 per cent and 4.2 
per cent, respectively, during Au-
